DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claiml , and 6, the Prior Art does not teach wherein torque shock generated by an 
abrupt change of an output current phase is reduced to a predetermined value or less 
by predictably operating an output voltage phase during the DC braking on the basis of 
an output voltage phase of a normal control state, when a switch-over from the normal 
control state to a DC braking state is performed. Claims 1-16 are allowable.
